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Philately and National Defense 


HERE, some of us may wonder, does philately fit in the national 
defense program? Stamp clubs have lost temporarily some 
members, serving either in the armed forces or in production 
lines, thus preventing for the present any philatelic activity as 
of yore. Dealers have felt this pinch in sales, yet its temporary 
character is certain as many of us adjust ourselves to new con- 
ditions. While postage stamps have both abroad and at home 

served very well for propaganda purposes, that feature has little philatelic con- 
nection. At present there is a great effort to arm as never before our country 
and to expedite production of those things deemed necessary exports in aid 
of the European and Asiatic powers thought at present as deserving such as- 
sistance. Postage stamps, aside from their propaganda value, have in this coun- 
try had aid in national unity as their chore. Aside from that mite provided by 
the Defense issue, our stamps have been on the sidelines. 





In previous wars hostilities were conducted in the main between armies 
only. In the 20th Century’s all-out struggles non-combatants are made tar- 
gets as fully as the military in the field. A war of nerves is conducted, seek- 
ing to jar the complacency of the non-combatant and neutral; to force his 
loyalty to opinions, creeds and fundamental beliefs to waver and doubt. It is 
here that philately can do its part in national defense, by defending the minds 
of the citizen from aggression as deadly as anything yet devised. Philately has 
already done its part in those countries that have borne the shock of battle. 
The relaxation of mind and body, however temporary, resulting from a ses- 
sion with one’s stamps has proven a boon to war beseiged collectors abroad. 
A hobby that despite bombs, rations and high taxes can yet be enjoyed by 
all, even if in a crammed bombproof. 


In the U. S. there has been abundant proof of philately’s tonic effect on 
frayed nerves. The medicinal effect of stamp collecting on the many unfor- 
tunate of the depression which began in 1929 is remembered. 


So, we say Philately does have its place in national defense, for it forms 
a bulwark, a refuge for those tired of luridly tragic headlines; of radios bar- 
rage of words and propaganda’s half-truths; and from the other distractions 
incident to the great change being effected in our way of life. Philately to 
those it interests can be a very solid defense against those things that make 
us afraid, tense and weary in this all out struggle with its confusing claims 
and counterclaims, hates, allies and doubtful outcome. And judging the acts 
of some of our citizenry, a course in philately is recommended to quiet their 
jittery nerves.

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Why Crete Issued Stamps 


RETE, that awkward island which was 
shoved into the Mediterranean Basin 
during the Creation for no apparent 
reason whatsoever, has had one of the 
strangest and most troubled histories 
of any region on earth. Of course, it’s early 
history has no relevance to stamps except to 
set the stage for subsequent events which di- 
rected the course of Crete’s entire postal 
history. So we will dwell but briefly on the 
major portion of Crete’s absorbing story. 

“All Cretans are liars.” That was what 
the early mainland Greeks said of their 
brothers to the south. The Cretans were too 
busy fighting each other to care much about 
what was going on in the rest of the world. 
They seldom took part in the wars which 
menaced the whole Greek civilization. When 
they did promise support to their mainland 
neighbors, they usually broke their promises, 
thus earning their unenviable reputation. 

Macedonia never felt up to conquering 
Crete, but the Romans—like the Nazis— 
could tolerate no islands of freedom. How- 
ever, it took the Roman legions rather longer 
to subdue the Cretans—as many years as it 
took the Germans weeks. When the Latins 
conquered the Byzantine or East Roman Em- 
pire in the 13th Century, Crete fell into 
the hands of the Venetians. Venetian rule 
was prosperous but hard. Crete was actually 
delighted to have the Turks arrive on the 
scene in 1645. Incidentally, it took Turkey 
twenty-four years to conquer Crete; in 
1669 Venetian resistance was broken at last 
by the fall of Candia. 

Crete was the worst governed province in 
the Turkish Empire. When the mainland 
Greeks revolted in the early nineteenth cen- 
tury, the Cretans followed suit. But, although 
Greece received its independence, the Euro- 
pean powers decided that Greece should not 
get Crete. Strange to tell, Crete was trans- 
ferred to the Albanian monarch of Egypt, 
whose governor for Crete (also an Albanian) 
introduced the enlightened rule known as the 
“golden age of Crete.” 

However, Turkey shortly regained control. 
The Sultan’s denial of equal rights to 
Christians and general misrule led to insur- 
rection after insurrection. Involved in this 
warfare were all the great nations of Europe, 
either actively or passively. In 1897 Prince 
George of Greece invaded Crete with a 


Greek army and navy, and insurrection broke 
out in the island again. The foreign powers 
took over Candia and other towns, forced 
the evacuation of the Greek forces and later 
ordered the Turks to leave also. 

Still the foreign interventionists were re- 
luctant to permit the annexation of Crete by

Greece. They decided to make Crete an auto- 
nomous province of the Turkish Empire. As 
a temporary measure in 1898, the remaining 
powers (Austria and Germany were a little 
tired of the Crete mess—among other things) 
divided Crete into four regions, each to be 
governed by a single power under the pro- 
tecting bayonets of its army of occupation. 
Britain took the most important district of 
Candia, while France, Italy, and Russia split 
the rest of the island among them. 

In 1898 and 1899, during the brief period 
when the island was governed under this ar- 
rangement, the British issued five stamps for 
use in the Candia area, and Russia issued 
thirty-seven stamps for use in the Rettimo 
district. Of the Russian stamps, some, if not 
all, are rumored to have had their origins in 
the mind of an enthusiastic stamp collector. 
On the Russian stamps there appears the 
word “METALIK” (and variations thereof.) 
signifying that the stamps were sold for 
gold and silver only. This was true of the 
stamps issued by the autonomous Cretan gov- 


Warner S. Robison 











With deep regret we learn of the death 
the morning of June 24 at St. Lukes Hos- 
pital, Cleveland, Ohio, of Warner S. Robi- 
son of Mentor, Ohio. Mr. Robison was well 
known in philatelic circles, taking an active 
part in stamp club functions. A dealer for 
many years, he divided his time and inter- 
ests between his farm and his stamps. A fa- 
miliar figure at annual meetings and bourses 
he is remembered for his ready humor and 
at more than one stamp meeting has related 
many of his interesting stories of finds and 
near finds. It was Robison who salvaged some 
years ago from a rubbish bonfire in a lake 
city a large quantity of the 1847 issue on 
covers, the volume of the material being so 
vast that he was unable to take away the 
packages of stampless and other less valua- 
ble letters. The story of this find is one of 
the most interesting made in Ohio. 

To his wife, who survives him and to his 
many friends we extend our sympathy and 
sincere regret at the loss of a valued mem- 


ber of the hobby. 





ernment also; paper money was not accept- 
able. At least, this is the report of a stamp 
collector who was in Crete at the time, al- 
though it seems strange considering that 
Greek currency values were used on stamps 
issued after 1900. 

Twelve days after Turkey completed its 
evacuation, Prince George (unmarried second 
son of King George of Greece) was named 
by the Allies as High Commissioner of 
Crete. Thus we had the anomolous situation 
of a Greek island nominally under Turkish 
rule being governed by a member of the 
royal house of a country to which it was 
definitely eager to become annexed. 

In 1899 Cretan officials took over the lo- 
cal administration of the island, thus bring- 
ing to an end the provisional governments of 
the four powers. The following year, the 
autonomous Cretan government issued its 
first set of postage stamps, which portray 
various Greek gods and the High Commis- 
sioner, Prince George. In 1901 a very inter- 
esting set of postage due stamps appeared— 
interesting because the design of the postage 
due stamps was the same post horn type that 
had been in use in Norway for a number of 
years. The reason for borrowing from Norway, 
of all countries, was undoubtedly because 
Prince George of Greece was a Scandinavian. 
His father, King George of Greece, was the 
son of Christian IX, King of Denmark. Thus 
it was that Scandinavian stamp designing 
found its way to the troubled island of Crete. 

The administration of the Cretan post was 
considerably improved by the new form of 
government. Under Turkish administration a 
letter would take 10 or 20 days to get from 
one end of the island to the other, while un- 
der the new system it took only 3 to 6 days. 
There were 23 post offices and a large num- 
ber of post riders, who sold stamps as well 
as making collections and deliveries. 

But still stranger events were to occur. The 
Cretans were not at all pleased with their 
new high commissioner. Under the great 
Venezelos they revolted against Prince George 
and declared in 1905 their union with Greece. 
The Allied powers soon beat the Cretans in- 
to submission, but Prince George was sent 
back to Athens. A new high commissioner, 
Alexander T. A. Zaimis, shown on a stamp 
in 1907, was appointed. Having established 
order, Zaimis persuaded the Allies to carry 
out a promise they had. made to evacuate 
their military forces. This the Allies did, 
but before they had even completed the 
evacuation the Cretans announced their an- 
nexation to Greece once again. Beginning in 
1908 they began overprinting Cretan stamps 
with the Greek letters for the word “Greece.”

fiance of all the great powers of Europe! In 
1912 Venezelos, then Greek premier, admitted 
Crete’s deputies to the Greek Chamber. The 
Treaty of London in 1913 formally ceded 
Crete to Greece. From then on Crete has 
used regular Greek stamps. 

Other stamps used exclusively in Crete, 
though not listed under that country in the 
catalog were those issued for the Italian, 
Austrian and French “Offices in Crete.” As 
a matter of fact, the combined foreign of- 
fices in Crete did a larger volume of busi- 
ness than the local postal establishment. Al- 
so in 1913 a commemorative stamp showing 
the raising of the Greek flag at Suda Bay was 
issued to commemorate the union of Crete 
with Greece; this stamp is listed under 
Greece, but was used exclusively in Crete. 

And of tomorrow, what? Who could pre- 
dict the future of that strange island off the 
coast of Greece?

Col. Jno. A. Hooper, Sr., founder and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pioneer Philatelic 
Phalanx, and Mrs. Hooper, were guests of 
honor at a large meeting of the Twin City 
Philatelic Society held in the Curtis Hotel, 
Minneapolis, Minn., on Friday evening, June 
13th.

Hooper was introduced by his old friend, 
Harry Sylvester Swensen, attorney and old- 
time philatelist. Mrs. Hooper was present 
with her inspiring personality. Both Col. and 
Mrs. Hooper displayed their usual vim and 
vigor and showed their keen interest in the 
development and perpetuation of the Pioneer 
Phalanx. On Sunday morning they sped on to 
Madison, Racine, Milwaukee, Chicago and 
points East to continue their good work. The 
local society is pleased to have Col. Hooper 
as an honorary life member.

Can You Sotve THis ONE?

The second purchaser of the 
stamp classic acquires same, and accord- 
ing to routine, he immediately makes pay- 
ment for it. The money is also divided at 
once by the cashier, as agreed, while the 
auction continues. The present owner eagerly 
examines the treasure, and suddenly cries out 
that the stamp is a counterfeit. All stamps 
had been expertized before being prepared 
for the sale. The stamp detective is present, 
and he examines the acetate wrapped stamp, 
and agrees with the holder that the stamp 
is not genuine. What happened? Who is to 
blame, and how did the stamp detective de- 
termine who was guilty of the fraud? The 
answer will appear two weeks from now.

Wine Stamp Ruling Rescinded

This rescinds the warning broadcast 
by a New York agent of the Treasury who 
demanded Wine stamps, should be destroyed 
and threatened prosecution of those who por 
sessed used Wine stamps or dealt in them 
Various court decisions have upheld th 
right of persons possessing Internal Revenue 
stamps of any kind to do as they please with 
the stamps. It is believed the above announce- 
ment paves the way toward complete and 
open philatelic interest in various revenue 
issues which have suffered from periodic of- 
ficial interference.

Mr. Grunesch defends his pricing of the 
mail order coils in the New City Type Coil 
catalog. Mr. Gunesch points out that these 
coils that are precancelled by the mail order 
houses are stamps they received in remittances 
and are never in exceedingly large quantities. 
Many of the listed items Mr. Gunesch does 
not have in his collection and is willing to 
pay the catalog price for those that he needs.

Australian Notes 


R. Porter 


AUSTRALIA: 


The stamp trade is suffering from a very 
great shortage of fresh material and dealers 
are at present working on existing stocks. 
Thus, for instance, although the Hong Kong 
Centennial issue has now been in use for 
three months, no supplies are available in 
Australia, owing to the ban on the sending 
of remittances to non-sterling countries. Ev- 
en the exchange of stamps is already meeting 
with difficulties and the -future in general 
does not look very bright for the stamp 
trade. 

The effect of this dearth of fresh material 
has been the general increase in the collecting 
and the study of Commonwealth stamps, 
which have resulted in the stiffening of their 
prices, particularly those of the early Kanga- 
roo high values, some of which fetch more 
than catalogue value in the open market. The 
increased study of the Commonwealth stamps 
has resulted in the publication of fresh “dis- 


coveries” but as these are hardly likely to be | 


included by any standard catalogue, and may 
bore the general collector I am not listing 
them now. 

The 3d. and 6d. airmail stamps (Scott C. 
1. & C. 3.) have now been obsolete for a 
number of years 
sheet turns up at one of the smaller post of- 
fices during “cleaning up” operations. The 
two stamps are not at all as common as their 
Catalogue value would suggest. The 1 shill- 
ing 4 pence King George VI although now 
current is also a very elusive stamp in used 
Condition as it has no actual use for frank- 
ing purposes. When it was issued, it was in- 
tended for the prepayment of interstate tele- 
grams, but since the rate has been reduced 
from 1/4 to 1 shilling, the 1/4 stamps has 
no actual cause for existence and 
drawal would not be a surprise. 


New ZEALAND: 


Following the disappearance of the 1d. 
and 9d. Centennial stamps from Post Office 
counters, it is now officially announced that 
stocks of the 4d. and 1/- denominations of 
this series are now exhausted. As these values 
become no longer available, they are replaced 
withthe pictorial stamps which were in use 
prior to 1940. Centennial stamps overprinted 
“Official” are still available although not in 
bulk quantities. 

New printed stationery issued early this 
year consist of a 2d. Letter Card, a 2d em- 
bossed envelope and a 6d. registered envelope. 
The first two are in orange while the stereo 
of the 6d. is in red. 


Cook Istps. Nive & SAMOA: 


I have seen in an English paper a report 
that the 3d. surcharged pictorial stamps 
brought in use in October of last year, are 
likely to be replaced with specially printed 
stamps. On making enquiries, I find that this 
is not likely to take place until the present 
entire stocks of the 14¢d. pictorials which 
are being surcharged with the 3d. value are 
exhausted. This is not likely to occur soon, 
because it must be remembered that the 
1}ed. stamps were not used as such at all, 
and consequently the entire supply of this 
value is available for continuous surcharging 
as necessity arises.

Postal Card King 





The Sunday Gazette and Advertiser of 
Chillicothe, Ohio on June 8 featured on its 
front page an article about Siegfried Schachne 
of that city, who was once familiarly known 
as the “Postal Card King.” Mr. Schachne 
will be 82 on his next birthday. He was 
one of the better known early dealers in 
America and was affiliated since 1896 with 
postal card societies. About 20 years ago he 
sold his enormous holdings of cards to Dr. 
W. I. Mitchell of Berkley, Calif. Since that 
time Mr. Schachne has kept up his interest 
in stamps and at present is working with 
his grandson, Kenneth Friedman on a U. S. 
collection. For many years Schachne’s world- 
wide correspondence in amassing his stock of 
cards accounted for an enormous traffic in 
that specialty, ending only after failing 
health compelled him to relinquish much of 
the activity. He was President of the Postal 
Card Society of America from 1906 to 
1918. 





Cuba's Moncada "Commems" 





Major General Guillermo Moncada of the 
Liberating Army of Cuba was to have been 
issuance of two 
stamps commemorating the centenary of his 
birth at Santiago de Cuba on June 25, 1941. 
Moncada took part in the unsuccessful revo- 
lution of 1868-1878. Surrendering under a 
Spanish amnesty proclamation in 1879, Mon- 
cada was treacherously jailed and this so 
undermined his health that he died in Oriente 
province on April 5, 1895, a few weeks after 
he had joined the new attempt at independ-
